Albany-street  Paving  Wharfs  containing  54,450  square 
feet,  inclusive  of  area  covered  by  building.  The  building 
contains  a  blacksmith  shop,  carpenter's  shop,  tool-rooms, 
and  shed  for  breaking  stone  and  storage  of  material.  A  new 
stable  was  fitted  during  the  year  1887  in  that  part  of  the 
building  formerly  occupied  by  the  carpenters. 

Fort  Hill  Wharf,  placed  in  the  charge  of  Street  Depart- 
ment May  18,  1874,  to  be  used  for  the  landing  and  storage 
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of  paving- blocks  and  gravel,  until  such  time  as  said  wharf 
shall  be  wanted  for  the  extension  of  Oliver  street. 

Lot  on  Chelsea,  Marion,  and  Paris  streets,  East  Boston, 
containing  43,550  square  feet. 

Ledge  Lot  on  Washington  street,  corner  of  Dimock 
street,  containing  134,671  square  feet.  Upon  this  lot  are 
sheds  and  an  engine-house. 

Highland-street  Stable  Lot.  Upon  this  lot  is  a  large  brick 
stable,  erected  in  1873-74,  and  occupied  by  the  Health  and 
Street  Departments ;  also  a  brick  building,  used  as  a 
blacksmith's  shop,  and  a  shed  for  the  storage  of  tools, 
etc. 

Ledge  Lot  on  Myrtle  street  and  Bird  place,  containing 
8 1 ,068  square  feet.  Upon  this  lot  are  a  blacksmith's  shop 
and  large  shed.  This  lot  was  purchased  by  the  town  of  Dor- 
chester, of  Stephen  Baker,  in  1867. 

Ledge  Lot  on  Codman  street,  containing  299,000  square 
feet,  purchased  by  the  Street  Department,  of  Hutchinson 
Brothers,  in  1870.

Upon  the  almshouse  lot  on  Hancock  street,  Dorchester, 
there  are  one  large  stable,  one  small  stable,  two  sheds,  and  a 
tool -house,  occupied  by  the  Street  Department. 

Doivner-avenue  Lot,  containing  35,300  square  feet,  pur- 
chased by  the  Street  Department,  in  1871,  of  Nathan  and 
Henry  N.  Sawyer,  for  the  protection  of  the  almshouse  lot. 

Gravel  Lot,  corner  of  Forest  Hills  avenue  and  Norfolk 
street,  containing  47,798  square  feet,  purchased  by  the  town 
of  Dorchester,  of  Benjamin  Clapp,  in  1860. 

Gravel  Lot  in  the  town  of  Milton,  on  Brush  Hill  road, 
containing  64,523  square  feet,  purchased  by  town  of  Dor- 
chester. 

Lot  on  Child  street,  Ward  23,  containing  14,457  square 
feet,  set  apart  for  the  Street  Department,  in  1875  ;  upon  this 
lot  is  a  shed  and  a  stable. 

Gravel  Lot,  on  Morton  street,  Ward  23,  containing  about 
one-third  of  an  acre,  purchased  by  town  of  West  Roxbury, 
of  Michael  Cook,  in  1870. 

Ledge  and  Gravel  Lot,  rear  of  Union  street,  Ward  25, 
containing  about  37,000  square  feet,  purchased  by  town  of 
Brighton. 

Gravel  and  Stones  on  Lot  on  Market  street,  Ward  21,  pur- 
chased by  town  of  Brighton,  of  George  Sparhawk. 

Ledge  Lot  on  Chestnut  Hill  avenue,  Brighton,  containing 
about  13  acres,  upon  which  have  been  erected  an  engine- 
house,  stable,  and  office.

1  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Council  to  the  rights 
of  the  various  electric-lighting,  telephone,  and  telegraph  com- 
panies in  the  streets,  and  the  constant  necessity  of  disturbing 
the  pavements  for  the  purpose  of  repairs,  connections,  etc., 
and  to  suggest  the  desirability  of  grouping  these  different 
systems  together  in  one  conduit,  for  the  better  preservation 
of  our  street  surfaces.  There  were  issued  from  this  office 
last  year  9,(570  permits  for  street  openings. 

Within  the  past  few  years  a  wave  of  public  sentiment, 
extending  over  the  whole  country,  has  called  for  better  roads 
and  pavements. 

In  the  State  of  New  York  the  Governor  makes  it  a  leading- 
subject  in  his  inaugural  address,  and  the  city  of  New  York 
has,  within  the  year,  by  an  appropriation  of  five  millions  of 
dollars,  taken  active  measures  towards  bringing  its  pave- 
ments to  that  condition  which  becomes  a  wealthy  and  intelli- 
gent community. 
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The  wave  seems  to  have  reached  our  own  city ;  possibly 
it  may  have  originated  here,  and,  gathering  force  as  it  went, 
culminated  in  results  at  other  points,  while  we  have  not  pro- 
gressed beyond  the  stage  which  is  content  with  a  discussion 
of  the  subject. 

The  first  step  toward  the  accomplishment  of  a  public 
improvement  is  to  awaken  the  interest  of  the  community  in 
it ;  that  this  has  been  thoroughly  aroused  in  our  midst  in  the 
matter  of  improved  pavements  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  our 
local  clubs  discuss  the  subject,  professors  deliver  courses  of 
lectures  upon  it,  people  talk  about  it,  and  to  the  press  it- 
furnishes  a  perennial  subject  for  comment  and  criticism. 

Public  discussion  is  good,  but  the  means  are  what  are 
wanted  now  ;  it  is  time  for  the  wave  of  public  sentiment  to 
break,  and  for  our  citizens  and  the  press  to  realize  that  better 
pavements  can  be  had  whenever  the  means  for  their  construc- 
tion are  provided. 

It  is  a  fact  beyond  controversy  that  the  annual  appropria- 
tions for  the  Paving  Department  have  not,  for  several  years, 
been  sufficient  for  the  work  in  hand,  and  while  our  street 
mileage  has  been  increasing  on  the  average  five  miles  yearly, 
the  annual  appropriations  have  almost  as  constantly  been 
reduced.  This  is  clearly  shown  in  City  Document  127, 
page  3. 

With  such  conditions,  can  any  other  results  than  deterio- 
rated pavements  be  expected  ? 

The  total  public  street  mileage  to-day  is  four  hundred  and 
four  miles  ;  to  put  these  in  condition  to  satisfy  the  require- 
ments of  a  discriminating  public,  and  to  meet  the  constantly 
increasing  demands  for  new  edgestone,  brick  sidewalks, 
cross-walks,  etc.,  will  require  the  expenditure  of,  at  least,  a 
million  and  a  half  of  dollars  annually  for  a  series  of  years. 

The  whole  force  of  the  department  has  been  kept  steadily 
employed,  when  the  weather  was  suitable,  up  to  the  present 
time. 

All  the  ledges  are  being  worked,  and  eight  stone-crushers 
are  now  in  operation  in  different  sections  of  the  city,  prepar- 
ing crushed  stone  for  use  on  the  streets  the  coming  season. 
This  will  put  the  department  in  excellent  condition  to  per- 
form efficient  service  when  the  new  financial  year  opens  ;  the 
men  can  then  be  put  upon  the  streets  instead  of  being  sent  to 
the  ledges,  as  was  rendered  necessary  last  year  through  lack 
of  a  supply  of  stone. 

During  the  year  our  plant  has  been  improved  by  the  pur- 
chase of  two  new  steam  road-rollers,  with  pick  attachment, 
two  new  stone-crushers  and  engines,  and  two  new  street- 
sweeping  machines. 
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The  last  is  an  innovation  in  this  department,  and  has  been 
found  to  uivc  such  good  results  in  the  saving  of  labor  on 
macadamized  streets  as  to  warrant  the  purchase  of  more  of 
them  at  an  early  day.  With  this  improved  plant,  and  the 
well-organized  force  now  in  the  employ  of  the  department,  I 
feel  confident  that  much  better  results  will  be  obtained  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  than  in  that  which  has  passed.
